Wba lUlos of .Slliliirs Turn Out To He 
True, After All. 
ISclenco.) 

The tales of their gigantic stature, so 
oftea told and as frequently denied, are 
thoroughly Investigated in this memoir, 
KDd with a result Coat will be intorestiug 
to anthropologists. 

Careful measurements have been made 
in recent times, by dill'erent obsorvera, of 
many individuals In various parts of Pata- 
gonia. The result is tbat tiio mean stat- 
ure of adults (of both sexes, it would ap- 
pear) is found to be 1. 78 meters, or tivo 
feet tea inches English. "This mean, " le- 
murks the author, "'may seem rather low: 
but if we compare it with that of l- riincc, 
which is only l.Ou metres (ubout five 
feet five inches), and if we consider Ihtil 
for all humankind the stinistics ^livu only 
1.70 meters (rnther less tlian live feet seven 
inches), wo shall jierceive lliat tlii.s figure 
represents in reality a very lofty Htaturo, 
and makes the Paliigoninns tlie tiillest race 
of men now existing. " IMeu of aix feet 
French (8i.v feet three and a hulf inches 
English) are common among them; luid 
occasionally one is found who rcu: lies 
two meters, or si.\' feet si.v and a half 
inches. 

This, however, is not all. The Pata- 
gonian, In the upper part of the body, is 
of a hu^e builiL Ills trunk und head are 
large, hia chest broad, his amis long and 
muscular, dn horsebai^k. he seems far 
above the ordinary si/.e of man. When 
he dismounts, however, il is seen that his 
logs are disproportionately short and slor.- 
dor; they frequently bend outward. His 
walk is heavy and lumbering. These are 
the v^ell-known peculiarities which are 
fcund In the Tartars, and in all races of 
men who spend most of their time, like 
the Patagonians, on horsobaclc But it is 
only a little over two centuries since the 
horse was introduced into this region. 

The natives who were first scon cimsed 
the swift guanaco and ostrich over their 
immense plains on foot. .Such activity 
xeguired long, straight and muscular legs. 
It u not too much to suppose that the 
total change in their habits of life which 
occurred since they became a nation 
of horsemen, has detracted at least two 
Inches from' their stature. Adding these 
lost Inches to their present helcht, we re 
cover the giants who astonislied the com 
paniona ot Magellan, and vindicate the 
narratives which later wi iters have dis 
credited. "We gain also a uotablQ evu ence 
of the inlluenco of natural causes in modi 
tying the physical characteristics of men.

■been erected In llyracuse for malting \i'iro 
from old rails, but it h;>« not gone inlo 
operatioa How fast steol wire nails will 
come into usa depends largely upon how 
fast old stoel rails arc thrown upon the 
market "

London, Aug. 12. — A despatch re- 
ceived this aftnrnoon from SliaiiKliai 
contirina tlie roeeut ro])ort to the efi'ect 
that tiie Russinna liad occupied tlio is- 
land of Quelpoert, at the entrance to 
tile Yfilow sea and south of bhe Corean 
peninsula, and some forty miles to the 
northeast of Port Hamilton, recently 
reported occupied by England. Kus.ii- 
au troops are erecting formidable forts 
on the. island and otherwise adding to 
its defensive arrangements. The news 
caused little or no excitement in offici- 
al circles lierfi, as Qu»*lpoert has not a 
Miriglo Imrlior aiid its coasts arefxjioaed 
to ihf. full blasts of the niotisoon, and 
bi'itjg liit;li iiiiil mcky, aru e.vcLH'ciiiigly 
(laiiuiTOUs 10 imvigaiiou. 

Tilt' villai;i'8 and tfardens in tho en- 
virons of llerut are being deiuolished 
so lis to prevent ilieir use for covering 
ilju iiioveineniH of Russian troops in 
ca.se of lioatilitiet!. Englmid will pay 
for I he property destroyed. 

Mi:8nK.i), Aug. 11. — A Persian con- 
tractor from Merv siaiea tliat two Ptr- 
Hians in tlie Russian Borvicp, accoiu- 
panieil by several Afghans, have gone 
to Herat to confer with Ayoub Klmn's 
partisans and to report upon the state 
of tho country. KoinarofF frequently 
passes to and fro liecweeu Peiijdnb antl 
Merv. Active military preparations 
coiitiiiuo. 

Calcutta, Aug. 12.— Lord DufTerin 
is actively engaged iu strengthening 
the friendshii) of the Indian chiefs. He 
will give ajrrand durbar in November. 
All tlie diguitai-ie.i of Central Asia art; 
expected to aileuu. 

Pakis, Augu.st 12. — Tlie lie[)uhli[]uo 
Francaise maintains that an Aiiglo- 
Chitieae alliance, offensive and defen- 
sive, against Russia has been perfected. 
That journal contends that if England 
concludes a similar alliance with Tur- 
kuv war <yith Russia will be imminent.

The Canadian pappra aro disouaaiiig the 
probable fato of Kiel. An appoal on 
points reserved during the trial will be 
heard at Winnipeg on the 3d September; 
but scarcely a hope ia eutertaintid by his 
friends that the oonviciioD will be sot 
aside. If the appeal should fail there 
will then remain the roconiinendatiun to 
raorcy which the jury attached to tho ver- 
dict of guilty. On what ground the re- 
commendation 13 baaed wo liavo boon un- 
able to ascertain. If a traitor over richly 
earned the halter Riol is that traitor; and 
to "strain tha quality of mercy" in liia 
case would be to commit a grave error 
from the effects of which tho goveriiuioDt 
could wero recover. If lliel should boro- 
spiled then ni> man, white, red or breed, 
who was concerned in tho outbreak, should 
bo executed. Tho massacres of Duck and 
Frog lakes would be unavenged, and Big 
Bear, Miserable Man, Hole-in-tho-Blan- 
kot, Pound maker and other murderous 
chiefs with eciually euphonious names 
must bo allowed to escape. Indeed, tho 
governraont might with much greater 
show of justice permit Kiel's tools to go 
scot froo than to allow lliel 
himself to live. A heavy pres- 
sure is being brought to bear on tho 
Dominion government to save Riel's nock. 
The presauro is mostly from Quebec, 
where Riol, from one cause or another, 
has a good many sympathizers. It is 
earteatly hoped tliat tho pressure will 
prove of no avail and that tho government 
will firmly and resolutely refuse to give 
way. Riol deserved death fifteen years 
ago. He was pardoned then and has 
lived to bo directly responsible for the 
recent tragic occurrunccs in the north- 
west. Had there been no Riel there 
would have been no rebellion. It ia not 
to be supposed that, should his life be 
spared, Riel will again have an oppor- 
tunity of repeating his wickedness; but 
the moral effect of cluinonoy in his case 
would exert an unfavorable iuthienoe upon 
tha minds of future evil-disposed persons 
and be (the cause of other and, perhaps, 
more serious outbreaks. Kiel must be 
hung OS a scarecrow, if not as rebel. 



BRITISH TRADE DEPRESSION. 

The conservative government, in ap- 
pointing a mixed commission to enquire 
into the causes of the existing trade de- 
pression, have acted wisely. Tho remarks 
of Lord Salisbury to a deputation of 
manufacturers who recently waited upon 
him to complain of the injurious effects 
of the American tariQ" on certain articles 
of English produoti(jn wero significant. 
Lord Salisbury iniiniatod that if tho gov- 
ernment had power uonfeiTed on tliern to 
impose or remove duties the dcputaticui 
would have no reason to complain. This 
may bo accepted as foreshadowing the 
•doptioQ of a fair trade policy bj the oun- 
lervatives. What is the meaning of the 
term fair trade ? It means that whenever 
articles of Engli.ih manufai;'ure are re- 
quired to pay duty at a foreign port 
similar articles if eiitercd at a Brit- 
ish port shall be required to pay 
the same duty that in imposed on the 
English article elsewhere. For example: 
Sawing machines, piano s, hardware, lo ■ 
coraotlvcs, etc., ot English manufacture 
are mot in American niurkets by a scale uf 
duties that is praclictilly pr(jhibitive; bu 
similar articles of American manufacture 
enter British markets free of duty and 
drive the British manufactured articles 
out of their own markets. The commis 
siou just appointed will have laid before 
them a proposition to iidniit free into 
Great Britain only such articles a? aro ad- 
mitted free by other C(juntrie.i . This ia a 
right and proper policy. England ia now 
the country where thusurpluo proiJuctions 
of the world are dumped and sold at any 
price for cash, while the British arti.'^an, 
having the market for his wares snatched 
away from him, must emiijrato or starve. 
Statesmen of the Gladstone and Bright 
school will storm at tho mere suggestion 
of interfering with their darling free 
trade; but new men are coming to the 
front in Great Britain and tho adoption 
of an aggressive policy has become neccs 
sary to preserve the trado of tho empire 
from ruin.

GERMANY. 

BEULlN,Aug. 19. — Advices from Zanzi- 
bar state that Dr. Riohard, the solo sur- 
vivor of tho German international ex- 
ploring expedition, is rennrtod to have been 
killed "while fighting tho natives during 
the progress of tho Ugogo expedition, 

ENGLAND. 

BiRMi.von.i.M, Aug. 19.— Tho latest 
news from tho Warrior minoa strike makes 
the situation very serious. Tho strikers 
have had 23 of the new Italian miners ar 
rested on a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons. Tho company say they will 
start work tomorrow with new men and 
tho strikers, who number 200, declare that 
they will resist by violonco il necopsary 
anybody working tho mines but them- 
selves until a satisfactory adjustment of 
their diflferences. 

London, Aug. 19. — American ship 
Cheosebrough, Capt. Ericsson, from Oar- 
dill' for Valparaiso, has grounded on 
Cefuwrack, near Penrith. 

INDIA. 

Bombay, Aug. 19. — A man, apparently 
a Oatholic priest, who recently arrived 
from Cochin Ohina, was arrested on sus- 
picion of being a Russian spy. It is now 
believed ho is Olivier I'ayne, although ho 
denies it. Before his arrest he had visited 
the principal towns of southern and 
western India. 

FRANCE. 
Mak.skillks, Aug. 10. — Twenty-seven 
deaths from cholera were reported here 
to-day. 

Pari.s, Aug. 19. — In consequoneo of 
anarchist throats against the British em- 
bassy hero policemen have been guarding 
the embassy all day, and doors were kept 
closed until evening. Threats aro made 
to hold a meeting of sympathy with 
Olivier Payne to-morrow. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw Youk, Aug. 19. — Dry goods — im- 
proved demand, with jobbers continued 
and good business is in progress. Agents 
aro doing a healthy business, but chiefly 
through deliveries on old und now orders 
which are taking a largo quantity of stutF. 

A communication under date July 2ist 
was to day received by the Maritime ex- 
change from its Auckland oorreapondent. 
He states that within a week current with 
the date of the debate would occur in tho 
house of representatives as to tho continu- 
ance of the present California mail ser- 
vice from New Zealand. The writer 
states that the government intends to ap- 
ply for the sum of £30,000 per annum as 
subsidy on a now contract to be made in 
November. Opposition was expected 
frimi legisltttora interested in tho London 
service to which channel they wero work- 
ing to have tho money diverted. 

Wasuikoton, Aug. 19, — Acting Secre- 
tary Fairchild has decided that additions 
to invoice value nf merchandise, made by 
importers, on entry aro conclusive against 
them, as under section 2900 R. S. duty 
cannot be assessed on amount leas than 
such entered value. 

Boston, Aug. 19. — Workmen at the 
Boston Qas Ou.'s works on Commercial 
Point, Dorchester, have exhumed tho 
skeletons of 9 adults and 5 children while 
making an excavation on Commercial 
street to-day. Tho botlioa appear to have 
been thrown in a trench together as they 
were all found in a heap. It ia thought 
they wore the reroaiDS uf Indians as clam 
shells were found around the bodies as if 
a feast had taken place at the time of 
burial. 

St Louis, Aug. 19. — Maxwell pub- 
lished a card this afternoon denying he 
has given any reporter any outline or 
idea of his dofo' ae as published here this 
morning. He furthornioro denied having 
acknov.ledged h a nama is Brooks and 
siiy.i no matter what is published ho will 
not talk about tho ease or give anyone the 
idea of what his defense will bo. The 
letter previously referred to signed 
.Samuel N- Brooks is genuine, however, 
and was received hero by John D. Vin- 
cent, a high c'llioer of the Masonic order. 
Mr. Vincent replied to it, and is daily ex- 
pecting another letter from the same per- 
son. 

New Yokk, Aug. 19. — Tlie nunibor of 
immigrants landed at Castle Garden since 
Ist January is about 30,000 less than 
during the correnponding periiid last year. 
The decrease was most marked during tho 
first four months of this year. There was 
([uite a marked increase in tho number of 
.Scandinavian iminignin i.«<. 

It is reported that l^nginoer Monncal 
is very unfavorable to the Panama canal, 
both in respect lo its finances and to the 
onginoering problem. 

PERU. 

Lima, via Galveston, Aug. 19. — On the 
fifteenth inst. the government troops oc- 
cupying Canla, consisting of 350 infantry 
and 100 cavalry, were auipriaod liy rebel 
forces numbering from 1800 to 2000 men, 
and said to be under tho command of 
General Caceres or Colonel Morales Btsr 
mudeza. Tho battle lusted five hour'j 
when the government troops had exhaust 
ed their aint^i.r,iti.:;r., ;i:;d their mitrail- 
leuse had been dicabled. A bayonet 
charge whs attempted, but without suc- 
cess and they retreated in confusion. 
Lieut.-Col. Bustominte seeing that all was 
lost shot himself. The losses on both 
sides were very considerable. Two hun- 
dred fugitives from tho government 
forces have arrived at Lima and environu. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 19 — Col. Denby, 

U. S. minister to China, sailed to-day on 
the steamer Rio Janeiro for his pyat.

EUROPSl 

London, Aug. 17.— The Pall Mall 
Gazette's recent revelations of London 
vice have been dramatized at Vienna.

A marriage has been definitely ar- 
ranged between Sir Oliarlea Dilke and 
tho widow of Rev. Murk Pattison. 

Dublin, Aug. 17. — Lord and Lady 
Carnarvon started to-day oa a tour 
through Ireland. Their first stop was 
at Gahvay, wliere a large crowd hail 
a.ssombled to meet the new Viceroy. 
Tho people receivt-d tiie viHitors ru- 
filiectfully but without any chooriiif^. 
Tho Lord Lieutenant received address- 
es here from the Laborers' Society, the 
Harbor Commission, the Town Com- 
inisaioners, and the citizens of Galway. 
In replying to the addre.'idCH ho said 
that tho government desired to do its 
utinoat for the pro.spurity of Ireland. 
He was gralilied to see the eilor^a of 
the citizens of Galway to develop tha 
resources of their port, which, he said, 
wa.s two hours nearer to America than 
any other important town in Ireland, 
Ho hoped to see in bia own tiiuo tho 
ancient prosiiority of Galway revived, 
He regretted the universal deprasion 
in labor, which, he said, was owing to 
foreign coujpotition, and urged labor- 
ers to study the interest of their oni- 
uloyers. Ho hoped that Irish li.sheries 
and otlier industries would bo develop 
ed, and in conclusion expressed hia 
conviction that the tiiuoa would soon 
mend. His remarks wero received with 
cheers. After visiting various points 
of interest throughout the city the party 
left on the man of war Valorous for 
Li m prick,

A party of twcuty-fii'o cowboys 
rode up to the ranch and fired about one 
hundred shots at the boys inside the 
ranch cabin, with whom they had a quar- 
rel over some burned stock. The boys 
inside being well armed, returned tho fire 
with deadly etiect, killing Dick Covart 
Hiid seriously wounding Dick Jones and 
Bob Woods of tho attacking party. This 
makes four who have been killed over tho 
trouble at this ranch since April. Covart, 
who was killed, and also Jones and Wuodt.', 
have been nutortuua cliaractera in the ter- 
ritory. 

SOUTHEBN STATES. 
Nijw OiiLEANS, August 17.— Mr. Emilo 
Le Drotte was engaged in casting balls 
for his rifle at hia roaidenco to-day. His 
wife was assisting him, and ho requested 
her to put the bullets in hia pouch horn. 
By mistake she placed tho hot bullets in 
the pov/der horn, and a trumondous ox- 
pluaion followed.

The atnaudnient was pcit and lost and 
the original motion carried.

Whereas the supply of water oonauin- 
era within the city limits of the city, par- 
ticularly on the higher levels thereof, has 
repeatedly been reported Inadequate to 
the requirements, and in ooiiaoquenoe 
thereof this cuunoil has been cuinpollud to 
r&fuso applicanta for vataraatually within 
the limits of the laid city; and whereas 
large tjuantitiea of water for manufactur- 
ing and doriieatic purposes are being sup- 
plied to consumers without th^ city litniis 
and applications tht^mfnr are being con 
ciiuially grnnled by a majuriiy of this 
ci'uncil to the serious disadvantage and in- 
convenience of a hirgu iiutj|t>er of ratepay- 
ers entitled to the uae of the city water.

Kumera without the limits of ihecity(with 
the exception uf tho provicioial govern- 
ment of British Ci>luaibia) will be discon- 
tinued, and all oimeccions with tho 
city iiiairiB.bi) cutoff uc^iordirigly, and that 
notice here'if he forthvvith served upon 
each oiuisumor as nfureaaid. 

Ooun, Ward said that the object of the 
resolution was to meec the riewa <if the 
cimiioil on this water question. It waa 
neceisary that they ahuuld take some 
slci)a in the inattur. tLo felt (|uite sure 
that the iiij unction sought waa not through 
malice, but only to secure to residents of 
the oily their proper supply of water. 

Coun. Earle, in aeoonding the motion, 
said he thought it was tims for the city 
to take a stand in the matter, and not 
supply anyone outside of the city with 
water until everyone in the Olty bad a full 
and adequate supply.

The live stock 
of this settlement are issraaalag, and the 
fanners are comineucing to realize the 
nocoaaity and benedt of improving their 
stock. 

Game in general, nioro especially deer 
and grouao, aro very niuiiorcMia thia sea- 
son, buf. thoro is little or iiofishingon 
account of tho water in tho Somenoa and 
Qunmiehan lakes being lower than over 
before known. 'I'lio Indians a'.'o nearly 
all absent, being eogagod in hop picking 
at Seattle and other places, fur which they 
receive six bita a box where they were 
formerly paid $1; they are yearly increas- 
ing their acreage of cultivation in Cow- 
iohan and several of them aro proving 
thensselvea to ba successful farmers. 

Mr. J, P. Planta, S. M., ia making 
regular visita through tho district, and is 
evidently keeping hia eyes open with 
niuoh benefit to the adminiatration of law 
and justice. 

About fifty now settlers have come into 
the district thia year, and tho country is 
settling up rapidly ; there are many new 
buildings of substantial proportions in 
oourao of erection, and satisfaction and 
contentinunt among tho residents appear 
to ba the order of the day.

A SUSPICI01JS CASE. 



Probable murder and Robbery 
In the North. 

Arrest of oue of the Suvpected 
Men. 

Several months ago a man named Burke 
fitted up tho sloop Fleetwing for the pur- 
pose of making a northern cruise. He 
became actjuuinted with two men, R. E. 
Proctor and another, who at tho time 
were known to be without a dollar, whom 
ho took with him on his trip. About a 
week ago the two men who accompanied 
Burke sailed into Victoria harbor with 
tho aloop, Out without its original owner. 
They disposed of tho craft, and both left 
for the Sound. The police hoard of tho 
affair, and kept a vigilant eye out fur the 
parties. Yesterday oBicer Lindsay no- 
ticed Proctor on the atroet, dressed in a 
new suit uf clothes, and promptly arreated 
him, the charge on the books being for 
safe keeping. Proctor had previously 
stated that Burke had purchased a 
klootchman on tho Stickeon river and had 
gone into tho interior. This story is 
probable enough, but it ia not likely lie 
would leave hia property, aloop and Qx- 
turea, double-barreled gun, pipe, etc. — in 
the hands of the two men he had ba- 
friended. 

When searched at tho barracks Proctor 
had about $150 in hia possoaaion and waa 
well dressed. The case has a very aus- 
pioioua appearance, and it is thought that 
the two impecuuioua men have in some 
foul way got rid of Burke and robbed him 
of hia property. 

Every ellort will bo made to bring forth 
tho true facta concerning the case, and 
the police have certain circumatantial evi- 
dence that may in tho end aaaist in un- 
earthing a moat dastardly crime. In the 
meantime Proctor will be continued in 
custody. 

Supreme Court. 

(Bffora Hon. Mr. Jtutlct Qnqr.) 

Wedne.suay, Aug 19. 

A. McLean, .1. II. Maclaughlin, EU 
Harrison, sr , and F. W. Foster on be- 
half of themselves and others of the real 
estate owners of Victoria vs. the Corpor- 
ation cf tho city of Victoria. 

Plaintiffs moved on notice to the defen- 
dant for an interim injunction to restrain 
the corporation from supplying water to 
persons or manufacturers without the city 
limit. In support affidavits were read 
stating in effect that on the higher levels 
on Fort street and at Jamea Bay property 
ownera wore unable to obtain any water, 
or in some cases, only a most insufficient 
supply. Tliat the corporation were aup- 
plyiny tho water for brick yard purposes 
and to ownera of property without tho 
city limits and thua deprived and dimin- 
ished the supply to city reaidenls. 

It waa contended for the plaintiffs that 
while the water works acts permitted the 
supplying beyond the city boundaries the 
primary object of the acts was to first give 
an adequate supply to people within the 
city, a poaition fortified by the circum- 
stance of the statute making the deben- 
tures out of which the monies were raised 
for the construction and maintenance of 
the works a charge on city property and 
not on suburban property. 

DefcndatitE asked time to file affidavits 
in reply. 

Mr. Justice Gray aaid heaht ulJ require 
the attendance of the water cummiasiuaer 
in order to ascertain the number of per- 
sons to whom the water was supplied out- 
side the city liiuita, in what quantities and 
for what sums. 

The further hearing of the case waa 
poatponod until to-day, after tho rising of 
the full court.

Tlie Throui^li ESoutc. 

Mesara. A. R. McLennan, railway con- 
tractor, and Ed. Allen, of Ouruwall, Ont., 
who arrived in town on Tuesday after- 
noon, came the whole distance by the all- 
rail route of the Canadian l^acific, taking 
two monthj to make the trip. Mr. Mc- 
Lennan and his brother, Mr. R. McLen- 
nan, were tho largest and most succoasful 
contractors on the Lake Superior section, 
from which it ia understood that they 
cleared aeveral hundred thouaand dollara. 
The work on this section is of a similar 
character to that of the Onderdonk oon- 
traot, with less tuiniGlling and more 
through cuttings. A very fine road has 
been made, 

Tho Stony Creek chasm in the Rockies 
has beon temporarily spanned by a trestle 
bridge, and the rails have been laid for a 
considorald-i distance beyond. All con- 
tracts in tho mountains are far advanced 
,^nd if the supply of rails holds out tho 
gap between the tiaat and west will be 
closed in October. 

At Farwell, tho two travelers struck 
north into tho Big Bend country, the gold 
fever being then at its height. They 
speak in glowing terms of tho prospects 
for that section. The strikes made aro all 
rich, the ore assaying into tho thousands 
of dollara to the ton. Messrs. McLonnan 
and Allen located a claim about 600 yards 
from that first struck by Barrett, of which 
they show some very rich specimens. Tho 
ore is in largo (|uantitios and it is the in- 
tention to begin its development in the 
spring. There are a laruo number of 
proapooto:; ssarching the country and 
placer mining has paid very well on all the 
creeks worked. The difficulty of getting 
in supplies prevents the prosecution of 
steady work. However, tho government 
aro now cutting a trail to connect with 
that at the steamer landing, and ao soon 
as this is accomplished, there will be a 
first-class trail from the town of Farwell 
to McCuUough creek. After locating and 
recording their claim Mesara. McLennan 
and Allen came down to Eagle Pass, where 
thoy report work as rapidly progressing 
on the railway, and then on to Victoria 
by rail and steam. 

Mr. McLonnan doea not think that tho 
carrying of freight through from the Pa- 
cific to Atlantic will be attempted thia 
year, though a few passenger trains will 
likely bo run. Tho anow slides of the 
Illecillownit will prove a serious matter to 
handle in the apring time of the year, 
though thai will be avoided by tunnel and 
anow aheda.

The Rithet-Enterprise Accident 



To TUB EniTou: — According to tho 
evidonco introduced before the coroner 
(and it waa substantially the aame before 
tho commisaioners) the above diagram 
shows the correct course pursued by tho 
roapeotivo steamers. When the Rithot 
blow, Capt. Rudlin had to look across the 
land at Cadboro point to aeo the Rithet. 
There waa a strong fiood tide flowing in 
directiona deaign.-ited by an arrow on tho 
diagram. Tho Enterprise having to clear 
Cadboro point could not aafoly port her 
helm until ahe reached a (see diagravn), 
but at that moment the rip tide flowing 
easterly out of Cadboro bay struck her on 
her starboard bow, causing her to aheer 
towards Chatham Island. She was op- 
posed by the tide while pasting from a to 
b, and thia waa when she appeared to bo 
crossing the bows of the Rithot. When 
ahe reached b her stern also had passed 
into tho easterly current, and being op- 
posed in common with tho bow, she at 
once anawered her helm, and moved to 
starboard until the collision occurred. It 
seema that at the very moment the Enter- 
prise put her helm hard aport (at a) her 
bow was in tke easterly and her atom in 
the southerly current. One witness said 
it was where the "water waa whirling" at 
the meeting of tho currents. About the 
time tho Rithet whistled, the shore of 
Cadboro bay waa a mile or more to port. 
She was pursuing her due oourao for Now 
Westmiiiator, leaving ample aearoom to 
port, under ordinary circumataucos. She 
had no reason to expect the Enterprise at 
that exact point, and why should tho 
Rithet go four or five miles out of her 
way. If ahe followed such a rule all the 
way to New Westminster it would make 
the journey 20 miles further, and accord- 
ingly inoroaao the expense of navigation 
to that place. The commiaaionera refer to 
Chap. 29, Art. 21, Act 43 Vic, as follows: 
"that in narroto chaniiela every steamship 
"shall, when it is safe and practicable, 
"keep to that aide of the fairway or mid- 
"channel which lies on the atarboard side 
"of the aaid ship." And in tho preceding 
sentence the coraraiasionors say the chiii- 
nel "i< quite 1000 yarcU wide." Tlie en- 
trance to Victoria harbor is a narrow chan- 
nel, but 1000 yards is a tcid? channel. 

It is clear that the section of the act 
referred to does not apply to the caaB. 



Tho use of the words "nairoio channtls" 
precludes the idea that -loitie c/iu;i)ieii were 
intended to be included. Negligence de- 
pend* largely upon the circumstance of 
place. If this channel had been in a 
harbor whero steamers wero constantly 
passing due caution would have required 
Captain Insloy to keep well to starboard, 
but it would not be negligence if ho al- 
lows ^50 yards of sea room, ten miles out 
at sea, with the chances of ono to a mil- 
lion for mooting a vessel at that particu- 
lar point. Tho master would not be re- 
quired to forego hia lunch and remain on 
tho look-out for a veaael oo improbable to 
be met at that dangeroua point. The 
quartormaator did not make an error in 
steering — "the wheel waa hard-a-port," 
etc. — and it would not be negligence to 
leave an uncertificated man in charge, un- 
lesa it be shown that he has committed 
some error. Moat steamers are steered 
by the quartermaater (under the direc- 
tion of the master). The mate of the 
Rithet said ho was near enough to have 
given Rainwell any orders necessary, but 
would not have done ao, because he had 
nothing to do with the steering; hia duty- 
was to attend to the stowage of freight, 
etc. The only error poaaible was the fail- 
ure to reverse the engines soon enough. 
But it must be remembered that aeveral 
witnesses testified that if tho Enterprise 
had kept her cour.'<e across tho bowa of 
the Rithet she would have cleared the 
latter. Ramwell saw the Enterprise cross- 
ing hia bows, and know ahe could have 
cleared the Rithet if she had ao contin- 
ued. When ahe started aoroaa he had a 
right to think she would continue, unless 
ho is required to know that the apparent 
attempt to cross the bows was duo to the 
rip of the tide. And it seems to me that 
this is the point where the whole matter 
hinges. He was navigating according to 
a government chart, and the two opposing 
currents are not deaigusted on the chart, 
and he and Captain Inaley would not be 
supposed to know tjf tho nature of theao 
currents: and hence he is not required to 
know that the action of the Enterpriae 
waa due to the rip tide, and the whole ac- 
cident ia to be attributed to a hitherto 
unknown peril of that channel. It must 
be remembered that serious accidents may 
occur without the fault of any one.
